8. Bennett, of which he is executor 
left him a fortune of $50,000 after Mrs. 
Bennett formally announced that she 
would fight this bequest.

nett. declared that if Mr. Bryan In 
sisted upon receivinz the fund she 
would contest the will. Mr. Bryan ti 
reply said that not one cent of the 
money would he allow either his wife 
or his children to receive unless Mrs 
Bennett were willing.

did Intend to ask the court to decide 
the validity of the bequest so that in 
case it was declared legal he qould 
distribute the money -among educa- 
tional and chart liable institutions!
